HOW A MINISTER RESCUED TWO MEN 


FROM THE GALLOWS. 


The ATrful Strain and Effort Nearly 


Killed the Cler0ymuu, and the In- 
cident Hi-malted In Chnnzinx the 
Law of Canada. 
"I rend not long ago," said a Buffalo 


oltizou, "an amusing account of a man 
who prayed iijiiiinsc time for an object, 
and It reminded mo of a prayer against 
time that I heard when I was a boy. That 
prayer was n serious matter, too, I want 
to toll you, for thu lives of two men cle 
ponded on It, although they didn't know 
it. It saved their lives, but it caine 
mighty nour killing the man who prayed. 
Anil this pat mo iu mind, too, that only 
thn nthpr day in rummaging among some 
old papers 1 found a time stained sheet of 
paper on whiuli \v»s printed a poem, a 
dozen or more verses In length, entitled 
the 'Mournful Ballnd of Carr and Smith.' 
I huctn't seen or heard or thought of that 
pOL'in for 00 yours, but the moment I saw 
it every word in those 13 verses came back 
to my mii'd, for I had read them so often 
whuu I was u boy that I know them by 
heart. I will repent you the first verse to 
show you •« luit you might expect of the 
other 11 
This is the way it goes: 


"Come, all ye weeping friends, and see 
Alexander Oarr ihe on the gallows tree, 
For awful crime ho did commit, 
To it n',«*i(>J by So'omon T. Smith. 
Ami s,tc dulomon, l^e, too, will die 
The same iiwful fa'e, bo hung on high. 
Blind Justice with her awful sword 
Cuts off tfcs'-o two with one accord. 
"Jnsticu must havo been blind Indeed 


In the case of Messrs. Carr and Smith, for 
she was going to cut tiem off with her 
awful sword for the heinous crime of 
stealing an ox! The poet, though, wasted 
the time of his muse, for, although hun- 
dreds of weeping friends and others who 
did not weep accepted the invitation of 
the ballad, they did not see either Alexan- 
der O.rr or Solomon T. Smith die on the 
galluws tree, notwithstanding that, Alex- 
ander and Solomon T. were both on hand 
ready to be cut off with one accord. They 
were saved, and saved by prayer too. 
And 


thai's the prayer I ain going to tell you 
about. 


"It will seem incredible that within the 


memory of any person now living capital 
punishment was the legal penalty in Can- 
ada for the stealing of live stock, but such 
is the fact, for I remember when that was 
the law there. The year this ballad was 
printed must have boon 1823, that In 
which Carr and Smith were to have been 
hanged at the littla Tillage of Vittoria, 
not tar from Toronto, fop the alleged steal- 
ing of an ox. I was a little boy then, liv- 
ing in Vittoria, but I remember the cir- 
cumstances well, although the main inci- 
dents I know from having them frequent- 
ly related by others. Carr was a simple 
minded man of middle ago, and Smith was 
a younger man of about the same mental 
caliber. A farmer in the vicinity had an 
ox stolon one night. The skin was found 
in n plate where Carr and Smith had been 
seen, and the two men were arrested, 
charged with being the thieves. The case 
made out against them on the trial seemed 
to satisfy ttao jury that they were guilty, 
and they were convicted and sentenced to 
be hanged. 


"Among those who held that hanging 


for such n crime was no better than mur- 
der were the Rev. John Ryer^on, a Baptlsl 
preacher, and Dr. Rolf, both of Vittoria. 
They had doubts also of the guilt of the 
condemned men and used all their influ- 
ence for thorn on the trial, but in Tain. 
The day was set for the hanging and the 
gibbet erected in a public place. On the 
morning of the day of execution Dominie 
Byerson and Dr. Rolf resolved to make a 
final effort to save the two men. The doc- 
tor was to mount his horse and ride post- 
haste to Toronto and appeal to the gov- 
ernor for a reprieve or pardon, while tha 
dominie, as spiritual adviser of the con- 
demned men, was to delay the hanging 
until the doctor's return by exercising hia 
privilege in prnyer>. 


"A great, surging crowd of people sur- 


rounded the gallows when Cair and Smith 
were carried under the gibbet in a cart. I 
was one of them, having stolen from home 
for the occasion. 
The sheriff of course 


granted Dominie Ryerson's request to of- 
fer prayer for the two unfortunates. It 
was a hot day, and there was no shelter 
for any one from the fierce rays of the 
euu. Ko one had any suspicion that the 
good preacher had any ulterior motive in 
making that prayer, and for the first 15 
minutes of it the sheriff and sweltering 
crowd listened with respectful patience 
Then something of uneasiness began to 
take possession of the great audience. 
But 


the dominie prayed on. 
The sheriff mov- 


ed about to call the preacher's attention 
to the face than time waa passing, and the 
sweating rro\\ d began to sway and mur- 
mur. But prayer was not to be rudely in- 
terrupted even on such a pressingvoccasion 
as that, and the dominie prayed on. An 
hour passed. The preacher's voice had 
grown husky 
His throat was dry and 


parched, his tongue almost clung to the 
roof of his mouth, and his lips were shriv- 
eled and cracked, but still he prayed.

tient and showed by their looks that the) 
longed for the good man to cease.

FIVE YEARS FOR EMBEZZLED! 


Of Which He Had Served Four. Was 


23 Years Old W.ien Sentenced 


and Jail Life Undermined 


His Health. A Happy 


Christmas Dinner. 


LouistA. Lee of Westfield, who has 


been serving a five-year sentenfe at the 
house of correction in Pittsfield for 
embezzlement, was pardoned by Presi- 
dent MoKinlPy yesterday. The pardon 
•vvas secured through Senator Lodge 
and Congressman .Lawrence, whose in- 
lluence was secured by County Com- 
missioner William P. Wood. 


An effort was made about a year 


ago to bring about the pardon of Lee 
but the signature of the president could 
not be secured. , County Commissioner 
Wood, however, has kept steadily at 
work and has received a telegram 
from Congressman Lawrence stating 
that the request had been complied 
with and Lee would soon be a free 
man. 


The pardon was granted for general 


good behavior. Lee will be released 
as soon as the papers reach Pittsfield 
and will go directly to the home of his 
parents at Westfleld, where he will 
probably arrive in 
time to eat his 


Christmas dinner. 


Louis A. Lee was sentenced to a 


five year term in prison for embezzle- 
ment from the Westfield national bank. 
This was four yars ago when he was 
scarcely 23 years of age. 
It was his 


first offense and since his confinement 
he has shown every sign of repentance 
and has been a model prisoner. Lee 
•was one of the prisoners but not of 
them. Of good family, though not rich 
in the world's goods he had a good 
bringing up and his disgrace not only 
prayed upon his physical strength but 
his mind as well. 


As to Lee's physical condition the 


last year or more there is no doubt but 
that confinement has made serious in- 
roads on the prisoner's health. His ex- 
cellent behavior since being placed un- 
der the charge of Sheriff Fuller has 
been such that he Is looked upon as a 
most trustworthy prisoner. He was al- 
lowed to do much work outside of the 
walls of the jail and no prisoner was 
given more liberties than this young 
man. 


County Commissioner Wood broke 


the good news to Lee at the jail Thurs- 
day afternoon and to say that Lee was 
surprised and 
overjoyed would be 


drawing it mildly. The matter was all 
the more a surprise to Lee as the last 
negotiations for his release have been 
carried on without his knowledge so 
that should he again fail to obtain a 
pardon he would not be subjected to 
an additional disappointment.

The executive council Thursday af- 


ternoon refused to commute the sen- 


sss—^f_Dnrmnimie__JCrathofski. 
The 


vote stood two in favor of commuta- 
tion and four against. Councilors Sul- 
livan and Atherton voted in favor of 
commutation, and 
Lieut.-Gov. Crane 


and Councilors Rider, Swallow and Jos- 
lin voted against. Councilor Plunkett 
was absent on account of illness. Gov. 
Wolcott, who is opposed to capital pun- 
ishment, asked to be excused from 
voting. 
So Krathofski will pay the 


penalty of his crime according to his 
sentence, which provided that he 
should be hung the 30th, between the 
hours of 9 and 12 o'clock. Krathofski's 
lawyers, T. W. Kenefick and John T. 
Moriarity.have apparently given up the 
fight for him. Mr. Kenefick said last 
evening that he had no plans for fur- 
ther action. 


Co,. Clark told Krathofski in Spring- 


field that sentence of death had not 
been commuted in his case. 
Krathof- 


ski betrayed little emotion, and said 
nothing, yet he is keenly alive to the 
situation and realizes that he must 
die. 
He is by no means stolidly in- 


different, as many have thought of 
him. 
The death-watch was placed over 


him last night, and a guard will be with 
him every moment from now until the 
execution. Col. Clark consider^ it to 
be at least possible that if he had a 
chance he would commit suicide, al- 
though he has watched him consider- 
ably with this in view, and has seen 
nothing which directly indicates any 
such disposition. , 


Col. 
Clark states his 
intention to 


have a private execution, the invita- 
tions to be limited to those provided 
for by law. This course he advocates 
on the ground that the semi-public 
executions that have generally been 
customary are harmful. He calls to 
mind the 
amateur 
experiments at 


hanging that were made by a numbej 
o£ schoolboys in this* region soon after 
the O'Neil hanging, with dangerously 
near a fatal result in one case. Then 
he speaks of the morbid interest some 
of the school boys at the South end 
hav» tak"n in the Krathofski case, and 
ho thinks harm is clone by the publica- 
tion of long, detailed accounts of hang- 
ings which 
appeal, he 
thinks, to a 


brute instinct. The law provides for 
certain legal witnesses of executions, 
including the district attorney, the 
clerk of courts, 12 reputable citizens— 
of whom one shall be a physician— 
spiritual advisers, and certain provi- 
sions are made as to friends of the 
prisoner. Col. Clark believes that the 
spirit of the law has ben violated when 
the ihvitaticns are extended beyond the 
classes provided by law, so as to make 
it a public spectacle. He will probably 
luh- out all but the legal witnesses 
There will probably be a great many 
applicants for tickets, but it looks as 
if they would be disappointed.

TO CRU:H FEDERATION OF LABOR, 


Attacks on LebT Urbns Applauded By 


Shoe Manufacturers in Boston. 


A banquet of much interest to local 


shoe workers was held in Boston this 
week. 
It was the annual dinner of 


the New England Shoe and Leather as- 
sociation. The causes for congratula- 
tion and encouragement in the leather 
trade mentioned, and the difficulties 
with which the trade had to cope were 
also discussed. 
The president of the 


association, W. B. Rice, in calling the 
meeting to order said that prosperity 
had come to the country, but it had 
not yet become marked in the shoe 
trade. One of the encouraging signs 
of the times is the increasing export 
trade. He did not doubt that in Cuba 
and Porto Rico there would be a good 
market for leather goods. He did not 
regard the Philippine islands as a very 
advantageous market. 


The chief feature of the speaking, 


however, was in connection with the 
denunciations 
of 
the 
shoemakers 


unions. These came mostly from S. H. 
Howe of Marlboro/, in 
whose shops 


there have been various troubles. He 
said the organization under whicn the 
shoe laborers were working was a 
curse, because the laborers was not 
permitted to make a contract with his 
employer, but must submit to dicta- 
tion. He said one-half his brain power 
went to the efforts to try to avoid 
labor difficulties. 


He made an earnest plea for fair play 


and business integrity. He said he had 
been dealing with agents and the 
agents had not proved satisfactory; 
now he was going to start a new re- 
gime in Marlb'oro, by dealing no more 
with agents, but with the purchasers 
themselves. 


He said he was going to try to break 


the fcttc^TS •>? tlic CT6a.iilZ3.tiOu kliOvvIi 
as the "American Federation of .La- 
bor." 
His remarks was greeted with 


prolonged applause. 


Mr. George E. Keith'of Brockton said 


that 10 years ago li'e said he would go 
out of business rather than be dictated 
to by outsiders. Since then he had 
dealt wi— his men directly and pleas- 
antly, and he did not believe that today 
any labor organization could come be- 
tween him and his men. He \vaiited 
to see the shoe industry thrive _nd 
thought it would if braine and push 
were put into action.

It is understood that the northern part 
of the country, through its representa- 
tive on. the board, will oppose the con- 
summation of this project. When the 
state has acquired possession of the 
summit of the mountain and the pro- 
posed park is laid out, the common- 
wealth will probably take hold of this 
road matter and hasten it to comple- 
tion. Senator Whittlesey and Repre- 
entatives-elect Turtle and Tolman wil' 
present the subject to the legislators.

SAVINGS BANK RATES 


Interest to Depositors Will 


Not Be Reduced in This 


City. 


REMARKABLE DEMAND FOR MONEY

North Adams Business Circles, 


Makes Local Banks Sorr.e- 


what 
Independent of 


Other Cities. 


There has been much interest among 


local holders of savings bank deposits 
in the reports from other places that 
the banks were reducing or considering 
the reduction of rates of interest. In 
the large cities tins has been done 
somewhat, a number of savings banks 
having reduced their rates of interest 
to depositors from 4 per cent, to 3% 
per cent. The reason given in cases 
where this has been done is that the 
demand for money is falling off, and 
that those who call for.money demand 
lo\\er rates. 


Among the co-operative banks the 


same tendency has been noticed, and 
in some cases they have reduced in- 
terest about one per cent. Many of 
the national banks which have been 
allowing a low rate of interest on 
daily balances to depositors, especial- 
ly to savings banks, have decided to 
withdraw this. This has of course in- 
creased the necessity of lower rates on 
the part of the latter. 


In, view of the uncertainty .in the 


minds of many as to whether any such 
action would be taken by the local 
banks, a Transcript representative has 
made inquiries from all except the 
national banks, which in this city pay- 
no interest on the balances, and there- 
fore are not concerned. 


The result of the inquiries shows that 


there is not the slightest probability 
that rates in his city will be reduced 
for a long time to come. All the bank- 
ers say the time when this will be done, 
as most persons agree it will be within 
a few years throughout the country, is 
not yet in sight for the local banks. 


V. A. Whitaker, treasurer of 
the 


North Adams savings bank, was asked 
in regard to that institution, and re- 
plied that so far as was known, the 
regular rate of 4 per cent, would be 
maintained indefinitely. The bank now 
has calls for fully $100,000 in loans, 
which it is unable to meet,, and as long 
as this is the case there will be no 
difficulty in securing a rate of inter- 
est from borrowers which will enable 
the bank to pay 4 per cent. Mr. Whit- 
aker 
did 
not 
think 
the 
re- 


duction in interest rates to depositors 
was as general as was indicated by the 
newspaper reports. 


An official of the Hoosac savings 


bank said that his institution had not 
considered the possibility of reducing 
rates, and that the demand for money 
being greater than the supply, it was 
not probable that any reduction such 
as is being made in some cities _would 
be thought of here for a long time. 


C. W. Ford of the co-operative bank 


was very positive in his opinion that 
it would, be a long time before the in- 
stitution would br; obliged to reduce 
its dividends. The 
?.mand for money 


is lively, and at the last directors' 
meeting when the dividends were dis- 
cussed as usual there was no sugges- 
tion of any lower rates. Some of the 
tryst companies have reduced their 
rates, but that will not compel any 
change in the local co-operative. 


One of the most interesting things 


in connection with the different inter- 
views was the statement always made 
that the demand for money on the 
part of borrowers was far in excess of 
the capacity of the local banks to sup- 
ply. 
Mr. Whitaker said that North 


Adams was a. remarkable city in that 
there had been a great demand for 
money on the best of securities, and 
that the demand was 
maintained 


steady with not so much relation to 
the business situation in other places 
as would be expected. 


Money is loaned in this city from 


Greenfield, Shelburne Falls, Pittsfield 
and many other nearby places, and 
even then there is a demand for more. 
Tt is in this fact that there is the best 
assurance that the rates of interest to 
depositors will not decrease for a num- 
ber of years, whatever may happen in 
other places.

Report of Commission on Adams 


Hatchery and of Local Deputy. 


The annual report of the state com- 


missioners on inland fisheries and game 
speaks at length of the state fish 
hatcheries at Adams, Hadley, Sutton 
and Winchester, noting the work done 
at each.
